1. This application Is for a collector of curios and relics Ncense. Upon approval, 
the license will entitle you to acquire firearms, classilied as curios or relics, in 
interstate or foreign commerce. You may dispose of curios and relics to any 
person, not otherwise prohibited by the Gun Control Act ot 19G8, residing with- 
in your state, and to any other Federal firearms licensee in any state. It must 
be emphasized that the collector's license being applied for pertair^ exclusive- 
ly to firearms classified as curios and relics, and Its purpose is to facilitate a 
personal collection. You may NOT engage in the business of buying and sell- 
ing curios and relics under this license. 

2. Issuance of your license will be delayed if the fee is omitted or Incoirect, or if 
the form submitted is incomplete or otherwise Improperly prepared. 

3. Submit an original ATF F 7 CR and fee to the address ^ove. Print with ball- 
point pen or typewriter (except for signature at the end). If separate sheets are 
needed, they must be: A. Identified with your name and address at the top of 
the page: B. Referenced by the question number being expanded. 

4. Submit copy 2 of this form to the Chief Law Enforcement Officer (CLEO) in the 
locality in which the premises sought to be licensed are located. The CLEO is 
the Chief of Police, the Sheriff, or an equivalent officer, or the designee of such 
individual. 

5. A license under 18 U.S.C. CHAPTER 44: 

A. Is NOT a license lo carry, use, or possess a firearm; and 

B. Confers NO right or privilege to conduct an activity contrary to state or 
other law. 

6. Make your check or money order payable to the Bureau of Alcohol, T obacco 
and Firearms. Include your social security number on the check or money 
order. Postdated checks are not acceptable. Licenses are Issued for a period 
of THREE YEARS. No refund of any part ol a license fee shall be made where 
the operations of the license are, for any reason, discontinued during the 
period. 

7. RESPONSIBLE PERSONS--As used in item 7. means: 

A. In the case of a corporation, partnership, or association, any individual 
possessing, directly or indirectly, the power to direct or cause the direction 
of the management, policies, and practices of the coiporation, partnership, 
or association, insofar as they pertain to firearms: and. 

B. In the case of a corporation, association, or similar organization, any 
person owning ten percent or more of the outstanding shares of stock 
Issued by the applicant and the officers and directors thereof. 



8. The certification in item 1 1 must be executed (signed) by the owner, a partner 
or in the case of a corporation, association, etc., by an otficer duly authorized 
to sign for the applicant. 

9. ATF Will: 

A. Issue a license if your application is approved; or 

b. Advise you in writing of the reasons for denial of application and return the 
fee.

DEFINITIONS 

1 . Restraining Order - Under 18 U.S.C. 922 firearms may not be sold to or re- 
ceived by persons subject to a court order that: (A) was issued after a hearing 
of which the person received actual notice and had an opportunity to partici- 
pate; (B) resfraining such person from harassing, stalking or threatening an 
intimate partner or child of such intimate partner or person, or engaging in other 
conduct that would place an Intimate partner in reasonable fear of bodily injury 
to the partner or child; and (C) (i) includes a finding that such person represents 
a credible threat to the physical safety of such intimate partner or child; or (if) 
by its terms explicitly prohibits the use, attempted use, or threatened use of 
physical force against such Intimate partner or child that would reasonably be 
expected to cause bodily injury. 

2. Intimate Pailner - With respect to a person, the spouse of the person, a former 
spouse of the person, an individual who is a parent of a child of the person, and 
an individual who cohabitates or has cohabitated with the person. 

3. Misdemeanor Crime of Domestic Violence -- A crime that is a misdemeanor 
under Federal or State law and has, as an element, the use or attempted use of 
physical force, or the threatened use of a deadly weapon, committed by a cur- 
rent or former spouse, parent, or guardian of the victim, by a person with whom 
the victim shares a child in common, by a person who is cohabiting with or has 
cohabited with the victim as a spouse, parent, or guardian, or by a person simi- 
larly situated to a spouse, parent, or guardian of the victim. The term includes 
all misdemeanors that involve the use or attempted use of physical force (e.g.. 
simple assault, assault and battery), if the offense is committed by one of the 
defined parties, I’he person is NOT considered to have been convicted of such 
crime unless the person was represented by a lawyer or gave up the right to a 
lawyer, and, it the person was entitled to a jury trial, was tried by a jury or gave 
up the right lo a jury trial.
